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Remyneno to All Employees dated '3/1/67, concerning 
the handling of information regarding investigation being 
conducted by District Attorney JAMES C. GARRISON in New Orleang. 

The Bureau has advised that as a result of publicity / 
concerning captioned matter, the volume of mail regarding the i 
assas'sination has Increased measurably. Much of the informatiqn/. 
received is speculative and rumor type, alleging other individuals 
are Involved in the assassination. 

The Bureau has instructed that all offices should 
continue to accept any information regarding the assassination; 
however, no investigation is to be conducted without l^reau 
approval irrespective of the nature of the data f urn ishedT 


Should pertinent information be received which b y 
necessity requires immediate investigation or other action , 
the Bureau is to be notified either by telephone or teletype , 
depending upon the urgency of the situation . 

Any question as to whether Information received is 
pertinent should be resolved by contact with the SAC, ASAC or 
Supervisor GEMBERLING. 


The Bureau has further instructed that any pertinent 
information relating to the assassination is to be incorporated 
into an LHM suitable for dissemination and furnished to the 
Bureau by airtel the same date it is received. Copies, of 
course, should be furnished to any Interested offices.
